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PUBLICATION OFFICE: 
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Half of the world believes that the lives of show folk are one continuous 
round of joy-riding, late suppers, revelry and riotous living. The other half 
knows better, because it reads the newspapers and is wiser. This half 
used to believe that the whole kit and boodle of actors, actresses, managers 
and agents were a bold, bad, wicked lot, but the enterprising editors of the 
Sunday supplements have destroyed this fondly cherished belief. 

So the wiser second half of the world now believes and knows that pro- 
fessional people are a lucky, laughter-loving, easy-going, irresponsible, care- 
free, high-salaried bunch, that is not as bad as it is painted. 

That is why your actor views the non-professional world with a cold, a 
bilious and a jaundiced eye. That is why such epithets as rube, hayseed 
and yoke! spring lightly to and readily from his lips. That is why he carries 
a perpetual grouch. That is why his temper is set on a hair-trigger and goes 
of with such surprising suddenness. And, too, that is why he worries and 
grows dyspeptic. 

It is a fact. 

The show-world worries and loses its temper largely over the non-essential. 
Both worry and bad temper have a direct and plainly-to-be-seen effect upon 
the stomach. 

It is twice as difficult to digest food when one’s mind is perturbed. This 
fact has been known for ages. From the knowledge sprung the old, old say- 
ing, ““Laugh and grow fat.” 

Doctors have preached against the folly of worry and bursts of temper 
from time immemorial. Its bad effects are considered so serious and widely 
spread that life insurance companies of late are crusading against it by educa- 
tional propaganda, as witness the following: 

“The poisons generated by evil temper and emotional excess over non- 
essentials have not yet been determined, although without a deubt they exist. 
Explosions of temper, emotional cyclones and needless fear and panic over 
diseases and misfortune that seldom materialize, are simply bad-cell habits.” 

By proper ventilation and illumination of the mind it is possible to culti- 
vate tolerance, poise and real courage without being a “bromide.” So the 
saying, which is almost an axiom, “Don’t cross the bridge till you come to it,” 
has a real place in medical advice. 

The man whose daily work interests him, is especially fortunate. His 
only risk is that of being led into excessive attention to his business or pro- 
fession. 

Contrawise, the man whose work is monotonous and repellent is in a hard 
case. But, instead of accumulating the poison of discontent, an effort should 
be made to balance avucation against vocation. 

Aside from the ordinary relaxations and amusements, many of which, by 
the way, are often injurious to the overworked and nervous, the steady in- 
fluence of some harmless fad, sport or mental pursuit disassociated from busi- 
ness or profession should be employed. Brain work should be avoided when 
physically exhausted, and vice versa. 

We recommend golf for show folk. Laugh if you will; go as far as you 
like with the merriment. 

It is a good thing just the same, and some day our case will be proved. 
Many, yes most, of the Hinks will be open to the people of the stage next 
Season, and a set of golf-sticks wil. be part of the impedimentia of many an 
actor, agent and manager. 


“THE HANDWRITING ON THE WALL.” 


“The handwriting on the wall” of a theatre dressing room has been the 
sublect ef editorial comment time and time again, yet all that has been sald 
against it seems to have fallen on deaf ears. At least there Is still a species 
of vermin on the stage which persists in defacing white walls with smutty 
jokes, vile poetry, and filthy epithets. This is a deplorable condition, and one 
theatre managers would fain see entirely eradicated. Just why a performer 
will take delight in seribbling rotten verses on dressing room walls is hard to 
determine. Certainly no self-respecting person would be guilty of the offense. 
Oftentimes a theatre manager !s obliged to whitewash, paint or paper a dress- 
ing room before it will be suitable for occupancy by a lady; frequently a lody 
performer will refuse to occupy a dressing room, the walls of which are be- 


smirched with nasty pictures and dirty lines. Common decency cries out 
against such practices; the intuitive sense of propriety, which is a part of 
every gentleman’s make-up must be entirely lacking in the carcass of a snake 
who will not stop to consider the grievousness of this offense. No man would 
defile the sacred walls of his home by drawing filthy pictures thereupon. The 
dressing room is essentially the performer’s home, and as such should be held 
sacred. What would not be fit for your sister at home should not be displayed 
for your sister on the road. Next to the procurer, held in absolute abhorrence 
by all, comes the scribbler of filthy lines. 


SUCKER LISTS—WHAT THEY ARE 


A sucker list is a list of nemes and addresses of people who have bitten 
at bait in the form of very alluring offers, extravagant promises, or unduly 
great inducements in advertisements. 

These names are in great demand. 

Firms exist who do nothing but trade in them. 

Some of these firms run advertisements without an idea of skinning the 
sucker themselves. They merely want his or her name and address so that 
they can sell it over and over again to concienceless concerns who exploit 
the unwary. 

There are many kinds of sucker lists. 

The one which yields the biggest returns, is the list of investment suckers. 
The names of all persons who expect a safe security to yield over six per cent, 
belong on such a list. Many are there now. Others are rapidly finding their 
way there. 

Then there is the patent-medicine sucker, the poor fool who pays @ 
dollar for stuff, and a worthless promise that he could buy for a dime in a 
drug store. 

The beauty sucker—who would buy beauty at so much per bottle. 

The fat sucker who wants to get thin. 

The lean sucker who wants to get fat. 

The physical culture sucker, who wants to get strong on a minute-and-a- 
half exercise in the morning, and a half-minute at night. 

Even the book publishers are working lists that come perilously near 
being sucker lists. The names on them are secured in much the usual way— 
by advertisements which state fancies instead of facts, which make grossly 
exaggerated claims and promises. 

There is Collier’s, the arch enemy of the patent-medicine grafter and the 
stock swindler, for instance, promising a liberal education, and, by adroit 
inference, thick layers of culture to any one who will devote fifteen minutes 
a day to the Harvard Classics. 

This is the age of the circular and sucker list. 

Keep your name off of as many as you can. 

That is the best one may hope for.

Ina like manner, a song 
below the general standard makes poor materia! for singers and merits no 


favors at their hands. 


A song unfit to be sung is unfit for the market. Thus 


the public is served. Praise of worthy numbers will be unstinted. Condemna- 
tion of unworthy ones, wil! consist in an argument carefully enumerating their 


defects.

Concerns Employing Staff Writers Forge to the Front With Hits, 
While Music Publishers Adhering to Old Methods 


Have Few Popular Successes 


New York, Oct. 30 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Awmateurs will find it increasingly difficult to 
set tbeir work befere the public, if the pres 
ent tendency to employ staff song writers on the 
part of large and small music publishers con- 
tinues. Nearly all the hits of the current sea 
son were produced by staff writers. This has 
led the larger firms to continue the policy the: 
inaugurated. Smaller firms are gradually fall 
ing in line, because they find it far cheaper in 
he long run to employ regular writers than to 
depend upon wanuscripts chosen bap-hazard.

INTERNAL DISSENSION _ 


Rends Asunder the Exhibitors’ League of Greater New York—New 
Organization Planned, Which Will Apply For a Charter 
From the National League 


New York, Oct. 31 (Special to The Billboard), 
—The Exhibitors’ League of Greater New York, 
following a long period of internal conflict, 
came to an Open split last week which culmin 
ated in practically a new organization which 
nlans to apply for a charter from the National 
League at once. 

The trouble which has existed for some time 
has had its source in personal strife between 
officers and prominent individuals of the league 
and the schism has been expected for the past 
two months. The first signs of trouble were 
evidenced at the formation of the Exhibitors’ 
League of New York State, which took place 
in New York City during July and was con- 
ducted mainly by the New Yerk City organ- 
ization. 

While the disagreement of the members of 
the city league nearly resulted in a hitch in 
the plane of the State Convention, that meet- 
ing was a success and it was thought directly 
afterwards, that the whole trouble was over. 
The coming National Convention, which is to 
be held in New York during the summer of 
1913. gave opportunity for old antagonism to be

at least 20 changes, they are in a position to 
dry in the meighborhood of 200,000 feet per day, 
should it be necessary,

This season has been rather remarkable for 
its lack of novelties. It’s true the fall season 
ere is usually somewhat barren of new produc- 
tions but it seems to me that thig particular 
fall has been peculiarly conspicuous in this re- 
spect. , 

Revivals still hold the boards at the principal 
houses. The Comedie-Francaise and the Gymnase 
have put forward two notable pieces, which can 
be listed under this heading, one of them being 
Henry Bernstein's Le Detour, bis second success- 
ful work. This play was presented for the 
first time at the Gymnase Theatre in 1902—on 
January 5 if 1 am not mistaken—and the date 
is chiefly memorable now in that it marked the 
debut as a star of a young woman who has 
since become very well known not only in this 
country, but in America as well. In fact the 
little lady is now in America, preparing for her 
second appearance there in plays in which she 
speaks her lines in English. I refer to Mme. 
Simone Le Bargy, as she was then, or, as she ly 
kcown now on the stage, Mme. Simone. 

At the time Mme. Simone appeared in this 
Bernstein work she was the wife of le 
Bargy. one of the Comedie-Francaise stare who 
only this year severed his conection with the 
house of Moliere, to become the principal player 
with the Hertz & Coquelin forces, replacing M. 
Lucien Guitry, of Chantecler fame, now playing 
at another house. Mme, Simone in the meantime 
bas passed through the mills of divorce and is 
now the wife of M. Claude Gasimir-Perier, son 
of the late president of the French Republic. 

So much for personalities. The play itself 
was spoken of at the time as a success, and it 
has since lived up to the reputation. Few plays, 
comparatively, have the honor of being resur- 
rected after not being played for ten years, and 
when one has such a distinction thrust upon it, 
it means no little. 

The Detour, revived by the Gymnase, is not 
vastly different from the majority of French 
plays of the period—nor of this period, to be 
correct—nor is it different, materially, from the 
other Bernstein plays, in that it has Its one big 
central scene, the rest of the piece building 
up to, and centering about, that. 

Jacqueline is the daughter of a mother who 
has not kept to the straight and narrow. Ip 
fact the mother has erred far afield, into broader 
and—to her—pleasanter ways. At the time of 
the opening of the play she is surrounded by 
gallants of her own stamp. Among the men -_ 
many young bloods striving for the hand ° 
Jacqueline, some of them in a legitimate way, 
others to the contrary. Among the latter 
category is one Cyril. He is not displeasing to 
the girl: in fact she likes him very well, but 
what she likes more is just exactly the honesty. 
the decency, the pureness, which are so scarce 
in her own surroundings. And the man rep- 
resenting all these is Armand Rousseau, of Cher- 
bourg. So she turns from Cyril and goes away 
to Cherbourg as the wife of Armand, — 

But she is very unhappy in this thriving, but 

provincial French port. The inhabitants never 
lose an opportunity to remind her of the “‘ld sou 
peach-basket”’ (as the French say) which served 
as her cradle, nor does her husband's family ne 
glect to remind her, f om time to time, of the 
great secrifice it has made to accept her into its 
select seclusion. s 
“Right about time Jacqueline’s mother 
comes upon the scene. Her visit is violently 
resented by Armand and his entire family, and 
all sorts of embarassing scenes result. Now 
appears Cyril also, at the psychological moment, 
turning the balance, which has been wavering 
for some time without him present to tilt things 
more. Jacqueline, listening to his speeches of 
love and happiness, leaves the ways of womapD- 
ly honesty. which she had strived so hard to 
follow, and returns, after this ‘‘detour,"’ to the 
lace of her beginning. 
j * gy Madeleine Lely appears in the role 
created by Mme. Simone, that of Jacqueline. 
Messrs. Dumeny, S!gnoret and others are splendid 
and the piece was accorded the same degree of 
enthusiasm at the revival as upon ite first 
presentation.

Ways welcome, ‘The story of this song is fairly 
well told, tho the sentiment of the second verse 
seeus greatly at variance, as there is nothing \ 
signify that it belongs to an Irish song. ‘The 
title is reminiscent of My Irish Rosie, Jerouw 
aud Schwartz's big hit of many years ago. Sul 
this song ils worked out differently and, we re 
gret to say, far less cleverly. The first four 
lines of the chorus are true to the title, but the 
next two bave nothing in common with Irish 
sentiment. Choruses of this kind should end 
with the title. The ending of this song is very 
weak. Employing the same rhyme-scheme Irish 
Rose and Sbamreck grows, in both the verse and 
chorus, shows very poor taste on the part of the 
lyric writer. The melody is not convincing. 
Arthur Eccles should study lyric form carefully 
and conform more precisely with the require 
ments of the popular market, instead of putting 
any rhyme that comes into his head into a lyric 
and repeating it at random. He has coherence 
in meter, but not in thought. The chief fault 
with the melody is that it is not distinctly Irish, 
(Jacobs and Eccles, publishers.) 


OH, YOU SWEET WONDERFUL BOY.—This

AMERICAN FILMS IN WORLD TRADE, 


The tremendous growth of American moving 
picture business abroad, is reflected in offictal 
figures on the importation and exportation of 
suction picture films recently given out by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. The art- 
fcie giving the figures also describes the influ- 
ence of American picture films in creating a 
demand for articles made in the United States 

More than fifteen thousand miles of motion 
ae films were experted from the United 

tates in the last fiscal year, while nearly 3,000 
miles were imported. The exact length of the 
Qims exported in the year ending June 30, 1912 
Was 80,035,302 feet, valued at $6.815.060; the 
dength of films imported was 14,274,786 feet, of 
“*positives,”’ valucd at $825,083. 

A large proportion of the motion picture films 
mow used in the various parts of the world are 
manufactured in the United States. About two- 
thirds of those exported ge in the “‘unexposed” 
form, ready for use in taking pictures in those 
parts of the world to which they are (Sent. or 
the importations, practically all are ‘‘exposed’’ 
films, views taken in other parts of the world 
for use in the United States.
